The parents must submit an application for the program to 
the Disney University no later than October 1, 1981. Applica- 
tion forms are now available at the Disney University, first 
floor of The Center.

To qualify for this scholarship program, the graduating 
senior’s parent must be a permanent cast member (full time, 
20 or more hours each week) of Walt Disney Productions or its

domestic subsidiaries or associated companies working full 
time in the United States. Also, the parent must have com- 
pleted one year of continuous service with the Company 
since his or her most recent hire date by October 1, 1981, and 
still be employed on the date the scholarship is awarded. 

Each scholarship candidate is required to take the College 
Entrance Examination Board Scholastic Aptitude Test and 
must complete a biographical questionnaire and college 
notification form. In addition, each candidate must request a 
high school counselor to complete a secondary school report 
and send the form directly to the Educational Testing Service. 

Winners of the Disney Foundation Scholarship program 
are selected on the basis of comparative test results, detailed 
scholastic and other information obtained from the testing 
service as well as other available indications of leadership, 
achievement, and college and career potential. 

Scholarship winners are selected by an impartial commit- 
tee of leading educators, business and professional people 
unassociated with the Disney organization.

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MONORAIL “DOWN” FOR 
REHAB MONDAY 


Beginning Monday, September 14, 
the Express Monorail operation link- 
ing the Transportation and Ticket 
Center (TTC) with the Magic King- 
dom will be closed. This is due to 
extensive construction required to 
complete the new Epcot Center 
monorail loop. 

Normal monorail operation is 
scheduled to resume on Friday, De- 
cember 11. 

During this period guests will 
utilize ferryboats to travel between 
TTC and the Magic Kingdom. 

Monorail service connecting the 
Magic Kingdom with the Contempo- 
rary Resort and Polynesian Village 
will continue to operate during this 
construction period. 





PARKING STICKER RENEWAL 
PROCEDURE CHANGE 


Please note this important change in 
the procedure for renewal of parking 
stickers. Effective immediately you 
must renew your Walt Disney World 
parking sticker during your birth 
month. 

As you know, we have been re- 
newing stickers according to the 
month of Florida vehicle inspection. 
Since the state has discontinued this 
program, the new ‘birth month” 
system will be a convenient way to 
handle Walt Disney World parking 
sticker renewal. 

Your current vehicle sticker is valid 
only until its expiration date or your 
birth month, whichever comes first. If 
your sticker expires before your birth 
month, be sure to renew it before it 
expires. You will then renew it again 
during your birth month. 

Your Walt Disney World ID card 
will be validated at the same time. 

To get a Walt Disney World park- 
ing sticker for a new or replacement 
vehicle, simply present your valid 
driver's license, a valid vehicle reg- 
istration certificate, and Walt Disney 
World identification card. 

Casual Temporary parking stick- 
ers are required and will be issued to 
all C/T employees upon presentation 
of a valid driver's license, valid vehi- 
cle registration certificate and Walt 
Disney World C/T identification card.
